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In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  1704 
of  Act  No.  175  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, approved  April  9,  1929,  prescribing  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  standard  classifica- 
tions for  baby  chicks  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
are  hereby  promulgated  and  established.  These 
standard  classifications  and  regulations  concerning 
them  will  be  in  force  and  effect  on  and  after  August 
1,  1929,  until  amended  or  superseded  by  rules  and 
regulations  hereafter  established  and  promulgated.

Poultry  Breed  Improvement  Plan"^ 

Standard  Grades,  Classifications  and  Regulations 

This  bulletin  has  been  compiled  to  furnish  a  list  of  tloeks  anl  hatch- 
eries supplying  hatching  eggs,  chicks  and  breeding  stock  as  well  as 
the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  work  and  Record  of  Perform- 
ance birds  ^vith  their  records. 

The  breed  improvement  program  ha-  progressed  rapidly  until  now 
there  are  over  166.000  birds  selected  in  405  flocks  located  in  over  half 
the  counties  in  the  CommouAvealth.  It  is  anticipated  that  rapid 
progress  Avill  be  made  and  that  the  breed  improvement  work  will  be 
an  important  part  of  our  standardization  program  for  many  years. 
The  plan  includes  a  close  selection  and  leg  banding  of  individual  birds 
in  a  breeding  flock.  In  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Animal  In- 
dustry, a  blood  test  for  pullorum  disease  (baeillary  white  diarrhea) 
is  inchided.  The  blood  test  is  primarily  a  disease  eradication  project. 
It  is  not  compulsory  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  any  breed  improve- 
ment grade  except  the  Accredited  Grade. 

The  Home  Record  of  Performance  work  is  now  in  its  third  year 
and  many  fine  records  have  been  made  toward  establishing  record  breed- 
ing flocks.  A  total  of  860  certificates  were  issued  to  breeders  for  their 
record  work  for  last  year  which  ended  in  November.  Of  the  4600 
birds  now  entered  in  the  third  year,  many  are  making  splendid  records 
to  date. 

The  regulations  for  the  breed  improvement  and  record  of  perform- 
ance work  are  included  in  the  bulletin  for  consideration.  The  Bureau 
of  Markets.  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture,  offers  its  serv- 
ice to  all  poultrymen  who  have  read  the  regulations  carefully  and 
who  are  willing  to  comply  with  the  reciuireiiients. 

All  owners  of  breeding  flocks  and  hatcherymen  interested  in  im- 
proving their  hatching  egg  supply  should  give  the  standardization 
work  consideration.  Applications  must  be  in  by  September  1st.  Rec- 
ord of  Performance  applications  must  be  received  one  month  in  ad- 
vance of  the  time  official  records  are  to  begin.  Since  it  is  nece.s.sary 
to  provide  material  and  inspectors,  poultrymen  are  requested  to  .sub- 
mit applications  early.  Detachable  application  blanks  may  be  found 
in  the  back  of  this  circular.

PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  there  regulations  is  to  establish  standards  for  the 
grade  and  classification  of  baby  chicks.

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PLAN 

These  regulations  establish  a  "Pennsylvania  Supervised"  and  a 
"Pennsylvania  Certified"  Classifieation  of  flocks  and  hatcheries.  Such 
flocks  and  hatcheries  must  be  inspected  by  a  representative  of  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  must  comply  with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 

These  regulations  also  establish  a  "Pennsylvania  Accredited"  Clas- 
sification of  flocks  and  hatcheries.  Such  flocks  and  hatcheries  must 
first  meet  the  requirements  of  the  "Pennsylvania  Certified"  or  "Penn- 
s.ylvania  Supervised"  Classification.  In  addition  all  eggs  produced 
or  used  for  all  purposes  must  be  from  birds  which  have  passed  two 
successive  negative  tests  for  baeillary  white  diarrhea  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  Pennsylvania  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  ' 

AUTHORITY  AND  PENALTY 

These  regulations  are  issued  under  authority  of  Act  No.  148,  ap- 
proved April  8,  1929,  which  provides  fines  of  from  $25  to  $500  upon 
conviction  of  violation. 

STANDARD  GRADES  AND  CLASSIFICATIONS 
STANDARD  GRADES  FOR  FLOCKS 

"Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flocks"  are  flocks  in  which  each  breed- 
ing bird  has  been  inspected  and  found  to  have  standard  breed  type 
and  egg  production  qualities  to  a  reasonably  high  degree.  Standards 
for  breed  type  will  be  based  on  the  "American  Standard  of  Perfec- 
tion" and  for  high  egg  production  the  standards  a])proved  by  the 
"Poultry  Science  As.sociation. " 

''Pennsylvania  Accredited  Flocks"  are  flocks  that  have  first  met 
the  requirements  for  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flocks"  and  in  addi- 
tion have  passed  two  consecutive  annual  clean  tests  for  baeillary  white 
diarrhea. 

"Pennsylvania  Certified  Flocks"  are  flocks  which  have  fulfilled  all 
i-etiuirements  for  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flocks"  and  in  addition 
all  birds  must  be  individually  handled  and  rigidly  selected  for  egg 
production  at  least  once  each  year  and  all  birds  having  standard  dis- 
qualifications shall  be  rejected.  Certified  females  shall  be  mated  to 
wing  banded  pedigreed  males  whose  dams  laid  200  or  moi'e  eggs  in 
one  year  in  trap  nests  and  after  January  1,  1929,  these  records  must 
be  made  xuider  some  form  of  official  state  supervision.  Male  birds 
must  be  outstanding,  possessing  strong  constitutional  vigor,  masculin- 
ity, representative  of  the  variety  and  must  conform  to  the  standards 
designated  in  the  "American  Standard  of  Perfection." 
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STANDARD  GRADES  FOR  HATCHERIES 
"Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatcheries"   are  inspected  hatcheries 
using  only  eggs  for  incubation  produced  by  "Pennsylvania  Supervised 
Flocks." 

"Pennsylvania  Accredited  Hatcheries"  are  inspected  hatcheries 
which  meet  the  requirements  of  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatch- 
eries" and  in  addition  use  only  eggs  for  incubation  produced  by  "Penn- 
sylvania Accredited  Flocks. 

"Pennsylvania  Certified  Hatcheries"  are  inspected  hatcheries  which 
meet  the  requirements  of  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatcheries"  and 
in  addition  use  only  eggs  for  incubation  produced  by  "Pennsylvania 
Certified  Flocks." 

STANDARD  GRADES  FOR  BABY  CHICKS 
"Pennsylvania  Supervised  Baby  Chicks"  are  vigorous,  healthy, 
normal  chicks  produced  by  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flocks  or 
Hatcheries. ' ' 

"Pennsylvania  Accredited  Baby  Chicks"  are  vigorous,  healthy, 
normal  chicks  produced  by  "Pennsylvania  Accredited  Flocks  or  Hatch- 
eries." 

"Pennsylvania  Certified  Baby  Chicks"  are  vigorous,  healthy,  nor- 
mal chicks  produced  by  "Pennsylvania  Certified  Flocks  or  Hatcheries." 

REGTJliATIONS  FOR  "PENNSYLVANIA  SUPERVISED  FLOCKS" 

Application : 

1.  Application  for  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flocks"  may  be  made 
by  an  individual,  association  or  hatchery  on  a  "Flock  Application 
Blank"  and  must  be  in  tha  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  on  or  be- 
fore September  1st,  1930.  . 

Inspection: 

2.  All  birds  to  be  inspected  for  the  breeding  flock  should  be  on 
the  premises  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

3.  Only  one  variety  may  be  kept  on  any  one  farm  unless  ample 
provision  is  made  to  keep  the  varieties  and  eggs  separate. 

4.  The  flock  owner  may  have  «  commercial  egg  flock  providing  it 
is  kept  separate  and  does  not  havv,  males  running  in  it. 

5.  Each  breeding  bird  must  be  inspected  and  found  to  have  stand- 
ard breed  type  and  egg  production  cjualities  to  a  reasonably  high  de- 
gree. Particular  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  type  and  plumage  color. 
Standards  for  type  will  be  based  on  the  "American  Standard  of  Per- 
fection." Standards  for  high  egg  production  as  adopted  by  the  "Poul- 
try Science  Association"  will  bo  used. 
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6.  All  birds  must  be  strong',  vigorous  and  liealtby  at  tlie  time  of 
inspection. 

7.  An  inspector  may  reinove  sick  birds  from  tbe  flock  whenever 
he  deems  it  advisable. 

8.  Ponltrymen  must  establish  a  liosiutal  to  house  sick  birds  when 
i-emoved  from  the  flock. 

9.  All  flocks  and  hatcheries  will  be  placed  on  a  probation  list  when 
it  is  found  that  birds  are  suffering  from  some  serious  disease.  The 
owner  will  not  be  permitted  to  advertise  as  Supervised,  Accredited  or 
('ertitied,  as  long  as  the  trouble  exists,  except  when  it  lasts  a  year, 
the  flock  will  be  dropped. 

10.  Each  bird  examined  and  passed  by  an  inspector  will  be  banded 
with  an  official  sealed  numbered  leg  band  furnished  by  the  Bureau 
of  Markets.  All  birds  rejected  must  be  taken  out  of  tlie  breeding  flock 
prior  to  January  15  following  the  initial  inspection. 

11.  The  Bureau  of  Markets  anust  be  notified  whenever  any  breed- 
ing birds  are  sold.  Tliis  report  mu.st  include  the  number  of  birds,  the 
leg  band  numbers  and  to  whom  sold. 

12.  All  regulations  covering  " Penn.sylvania  Accredited  Flocks" 
apply  to  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flocks"  which  have  been  tested 
for  bacillary  white  diarrhea. 

Certificate: 

13.  A  certificate  will  be  given  to  the  flock  owner  and  a  duplicate 
given  to  the  hatchery  using  eggs  from  such  a  flock  when  it  is  found 
to  meet  the  re(]uirements.  No  certificate  will  be  issued  until  all  fees 
an>  paid. 

Reports: 

14.  All  flock  ownei-s  must  have  the  following  information  available 
to  an  authorized  insjiector  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets:  ■ 

(a)  Number  of  eggs,  variety  Avhieh  they  represent  and  the  name 
of  tlie  hatchery  to  which  they  were  sent. 

(b)  Leg  bands  must  be  removed  from  dead  and  marketed  birds 
and  I'etui-ned  each  month. 

(c)  Incubation  and  bi-ooding  records  must  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tor at  any  time. 

Reinspection : 

15.  A  representative  of  tlie  Bureau  of  Markets  may  visit  any  flock 
to  which  a  certificate  has  been  issued  at  any  time  to  see  that  all  re- 
quirements have  been  com])lied  with. 

Fees  and  Charges: 

16.  All  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  time  of  inspection. 
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17.  The  fee  for  inspeeting  any  flock  sliall  be  charged  at  the  rate 
of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  day  or  portion  thereof. 

18.  Leg  bands  will  be  charged  for  at  cost. 

19.  In  addition,  the  flock  owner  shall  pay  local  expenses  of  the 
inspector  and  furnish  transportation  from  flock  to  flock.  Where  it 
is  necessary  for  the  inspector  to  return  to  the  farm  for  inspection  of 
additions  to  flocks,  the  fee  shall  be  at  the  same  rate  as  for  the  initial 
inspection. 

Complaint: 

20.  The  director  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  shall  investigate  and 
may  hold  a  hearing  whenever  any  complaint  is  made  concerning  any 
"Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flock"  or  at  any  time  that  it  is  deemed 
necessary  by  him. 

Cancellation: 

21.  The  Bureau  of  Markets  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  for  cause 
the  certificate  of  any  hatchery  or  flock  and  to  require  the  return  of 
certificates,  leg  bands  and  any  other  material  furnished  by  the  Bureau. 
After  cancellation  of  a  certificate,  the  owner  or  operator  of  a  hatchery 
or  flock  is  forbidden  to  use  terms,  advertising  or  other  methods  to 
indicate  that  the  hatchery  or  flock  has  been  issued  such  a  certificate. 

These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  amended  or  changed  at  any  time. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  "PENNSYLVANIA  SUPERVISED  HATCHERIES" 

Application: 

1.  Application  for  a  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatchery"  may  be 
made  by  a  hatchery  or  association  on  a  "Hatchery  Application  Blank" 
and  must  be  in  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  on  or  before  Sep- 
tember 1st,  1930. 

Inspection: 

2.  No  eggs  otlier  than  those  produced  by  "Pennsylvania  Supervised 
Flocks"  or  flocks  of  a  higher  grade  shall  be  used  by  a  "Pennsylvania 
Supervised  Hatchery. ' ' 

3.  Eggs  produced  by  flocks  outside  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
inspected  under  rules  and  inspection  satisfactory  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Agriculture,  may  be  used  for  hatching  purposes  by 
special  arrangement,  provided  complete  information  regarding  the 
source  of  eggs  and  the  flock  inspection  is  furnished  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

4.  All  incubators  used  in  hatching  eggs  from  "Pennsylvania 
Supervised  Flocks"  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected 
after  every  hatch  with  an  approved  disinfectant  of  a  solution  as 
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recommended  by  the  manufacturer,  and  every  effort  exerted  to  pro- 
duce only  healthy,  high  quality  chicks. 

5.  All  eggs  used  by  a  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatchery"  shall 
weigh  at  least  one  and  seven-eighths  ounces  each,  shall  average  twenty- 
three  ounces  to  the  dozen,  and  shall  be  reasonably  uniform  in  size, 
shape  and  color,  and  sound  in  shell. 

6.  All  chicks  leaving  the  hatchery  must  be  placed  in  new,  approved 
types  of  chick  boxes,  properly  ventilated  and  securely  tied  and  shall 
be  shipped  to  reach  the  ultimate  purchaser  jvithin  72  hours  from 
time  of  hatching  as  prescribed  by  the  United  States  Postal  Regu- 
lations. 

7.  All  chicks  must  be  normal  and  representative  of  the  breed  and 
variety  at  hatching  time. 

8.  No  chicks  shall  be  sold  for  resale  as  day-old  chicks  as  "Penn- 
sylvania Supervised  Chicks"  except  that  one  "Pennsylvania  Super- 
vised Hatchery"  may  sell  to  another  "Pennsylvania  Supervised 
Hatchery." 

9.  All  chicks  from  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatcheries"  sold  as 
"assorted"  or  "assorted  for  broilers"  must  be  designated  as  such 
on  the  shipping  label. 

10.  All  regulations  covering,  "Pennsylvania  Accredited  Hatch- 
eries" apply  to  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatcheries"  which  use  eggs 
for  hatching  from  flocks  tested  for  bacillary  white  diarrhea. 

Certificate: 

11.  A  certificate,  showing  that  a  hatchery  has  been  inspected  and 
passed  and  that  all  flocks  supplying  eggs  to  the  hatchery  have  been 
inspected  and  passed,  will  be  issued  to  each  hatchery. 

Reports: 

12.  A  proof  copy  of  all  advertisements  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  previous  to  publication  and  all  guarantees  and 
promises  made  in  them  shall  be  lived  up  to. 

13.  A  record  of  the  variety  and  number  of  eggs  purchased  from 
each  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flock"  must  be  available  upon  re- 
quest for  an  inspector  on  any  of  his  official  visits. 

14.  A  record  of  the  number  of  chicks  hatched,  the  number  of 
"Pennsylvania  Supervised  Chicks"  sold  and  to  whom  sold,  must  be 
available  upon  request  for  an  inspector  on  any  of  his  official  visits. 

15.  The  above  listed  reports  and  any  other  special  reports  it  is 
found  necessary  to  require  must  be  available  upon  request  for  the 
Bureau  of  Markets. 

Reinspection: 

16.  Inspection  of  a  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatchery"  shall  be 
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made  at  least  annually  and  a  representative  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
may  visit  the  hateliery  to  which  a  certificate  has  been  issued,  at  any 
time,  to  see  that  all  requirements  have  been  complied  with. 

Fees  and  Charges: 

The  following  charges  for  hatchery  inspection  will  be  made  and 
must  be  paid  for  at  the  time  of  inspection: 

17.  The  fee  for  inspecting  any  hatchery  shall  be  charged  at  the 
rate  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  day  or  portion  thereof. 

18.  Leg  bands  will  be  charged  for  at  cost. 

19.  In  addition,  the  local  expense  of  the  inspector  and  transporta- 
tion in  visiting  flocks  must  be  paid  by  the  flock  owner  unless  provision 
is  made  for  payment  by  a  hatchery. 

20.  No  certificate  will  be  issued  to  the  flock  owner  or  hatchery 
until  payment  of  all  fees  has  been  made. 

21.  Regulations  covering  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flocks"  also 
apply  to  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatcheries"  when  there  is  a 
flock  kept  in  connection  with  the  hatchery. 

Complaint: 

22.  The  director  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  shall  investigate  and 
may  hold  a  hearing  whenever  any  complaint  is  made  concerning  any 
•■Pennsylvania  Certified  Hatchery"  or  at  any  time  that  it  is  deemed 
necessary  by  him. 

Cancellation: 

23.  The  Bureau  of  Markets  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  for  cause 
the  certificate  of  any  hatchery  or  flock  and  to  require  the  return  of 
certificate,  leg  bands  and  any  other  material  furnished  by  the  Bureau. 
After  cancellation  of  a  certificate,  the  owner  or  operator  of  a  hatchery 
or  flock  is  forbidden  to  use  any  terms,  advertising  or  other  methods 
to  indicate  that  the  hatchery  or  flock  has  been  issued  such  a  certificate. 

These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  amended  or  changed  at  any 
time.

REGULATIONS  FOR  "PENNSYLVANIA  ACCREDITED  FLOCKS" 

A  "Pennsylvania  Accredited  Flock"  must  first  meet  all  the  requii-e- 
ments  of  a  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flock"  and  in  addition  must 
comply  with  the  regulations  prescribed  herewith  for  testing  for  bac- 
illary  white  diarrhea. 

Blood  Samples. — Refer  to  attached  regulations  for  the  method  of 
testing  for  bacillary  white  diarrhea  in  complying  with  the  require- 
ments for  a  "Pennsylvania  Accredited  Flock."  When  blood  testing 
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is  desired,  the  Biireau  of  Animal  Industry  agreement  must  be  filled  in 
and  returned  with  the  Bureau  of  Markets  application.

REGULATIONS  FOR  "PENNSYLVANIA  ACCREDITED  HATCHERIES" 

1.  Hatcheries  which  in  addition  to  meeting  the  requirements  for 
a  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatchery"  hatch  all  their  chicks  from 
"Pennsylvania  Accredited  Flocks"  shall  be  known  as  " Pennsyh'ania 
Accredited  Hatcheries. "  • 

Blood  Samples. — Refer  to  attached  regulations  for  the  method  of 
testing  for  bacillary  white  diarrliea  in  complying  with  the  require- 
ments for  a  "Pennsylvania  Accredited  Hatchery."  When  blood  test- 
ing is  desired  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  agreement  must  be 
filled  in  and  returned  with  the  Bureau  of  Markets  application. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  "PENNSYLVANIA  CERTIFIED  FLOCKS" 

1.  "Pennsylvania  Certified  Flocks"  are  flocks  which  have  fulfilled 
all  requirements  for  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Flocks"  and  in  ad- 
dition all  birds  must  be  individually  handled  and  rigidly  selected  for 
egg  production  at  least  once  a  year  and  all  birds  having  standard  dis- 
qualifications shall  be  rejected. 

2.  Certified  females  shall  be  mated  to  wing  banded  pedigreed  males 
whose  dams  laid  200  or  more  eggs  in  one  year  in  trap  nests  and  after 
January  1,  1929,  these  records  must  be  made  under  some  form  of 
official  state  supervision. 

3.  Male  birds  must  be  outstanding,  possessing  strong  constitutional 
vigor,  masculinity,  representative  of  the  variety  and  must  conform  to 
the  .standards  designated  in  the  "American  Standard  of  Perfection." 

4.  All  regulations  covering  "Pennsylvania  Accredited  Flocks"  ap- 
lily  to  "Pennsylvania  Certified  Flocks"  which  have  been  tested  for 

bacillary  white  diarrhea.  _  ,

REGULATIONS  FOR  "PENNSYLA'^ANIA  CERTIFIED  HATCHERIES" 

1.  "Pennsylvania  Certified  Hatcheries"  are  hatcheries  which  have 
met  all  the  requirements  of  "Pennsylvania  Supervised  Hatcheries" 
and  in  addition  hatch  only  eggs  from  "Pennsylvania  Certified  Flocks." 
A  "Pennsylvania  Certified  Hatchery"  may  produce  "Pennsylvania 
Supervised  Chicks"  of  one  breed  and  "Pennsylvania  Certified  Chicks" 
of  another  breed. 

2.  All  eggs  used  by  "Pennsylvania  Certified  Hatcheries"  must 
weigh  two  ounces  or  over,  each,  after  February  1st  in  the  case  of 
pullet  flocks  and  at  all  times  of  the  year,  for  yearling  or  older  hens. 
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The  eggs  shall  be  uniform  in  size,  shape  and  eolor,  and  shall  be  free 
fi'om  tints  in  the  case  of  all  white  egg  laying  varieties. 

3.  All  regulations  covering  "Pennsylvania  Accredited  Hatcheries" 
apply  to  "Pennsylvania  Certified  Hatcheries"  -which  use  liatching  eggs 
fi'om  flocks  tested  for  bacillary  Avhite  diari-hra. 

These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  amended  at  any  time. 

PENNSYLVANIA  FLOCKS  AND  HATCHERIES  COOPERATING 
IN  THE  BREED  IMPROVEMENT  WORK— 1929-30 

This  list  includes  all  flocks  and  hatcheries  under  official  supervision 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  in  which  all  breeding 
birds  have  been  inspected  for  general  health,  type,  vigor  and  produc- 
tion, and  banded  by  an  authorize  1  inspector,  and  in  which  blood  samples 
from  all  birds,  as  designated  below,  have  been  tested  for  bacillary  white 
diarrhea  (B.AV.D.)  by  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
Laboratory  at  Harrisburg. 

Be  sure  to  give  all  possible  information  when  ordering  eggs,  chicks 
or  breeding  stock.  Report  all  troubles  to  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
immediately.

At  the  end  of  a  record  year,  certificates  are  issued 
for  each  bird  Avhich  has  laid  200  eggs  or  over  as  a  i:)ullet  and  180  eggs 
or  over  as  a  hen  in  365  consecutive  days.    All  eggs  must  be  standard 
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for  the  breed  and  must  attain  an  average  weight  of  24  ounces  per 
dozen. 

Males  produced  by  pedigree  hatching  from  approved  birds  having 
the  required  record  may  be  used  to  head  Certified  flocks  upon  the 
approval  of  an  inspector.

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RULES  GOVERNING  RECORD  OF  PERFORMANCE 

General  Rules  ' 

1.  All  entries  shall  be  made  upon  forms  supplied  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  and  subject  to  the  following  rules  and  regulations. 

2.  Applications  for  entry  must  be  received  one  month  prior  to 
time  birds  are  to  begin  their  official  records.  No  entries  will  be  ac- 
cepted unless  birds  will  begin  records  prior  to  January  1st. 

3.  Only  "Pennsylvania  Supervised"  or  "Pennsylvania  Certified" 
poultry  may  be  entered.  Entries  will  only  be  accepted  tentatively, 
pending  the  first  report  of  inspection. 

4.  If,  upon  the  first  inspection,  the  birds  are  found  to  be  diseased, 
the  houses  or  equipment  not  in  good  sanitary  condition,  or  the  trap 
nests  not  of  satisfactory  design  or  in  serviceable  working  order,  the 
entry  may  be  refused. 

5.  The  minimum  entry  shall  be  not  less  than  100  birds  in  any  one 
flock,  and  all  birds  entered  shall  be  identified  by  the  state  official  sealed 
and  numbered  leg  bands. 

6.  Replacements  of  record  birds  for  any  cause  is  prohibited.  Trans- 
fer of  bands  from  one  bird  to  another  will  give  just  cause  for  can- 
cellation of  the  entry. 

Recording  Production 

7.  All  birds  entered  shall  be  trapnested  on  the  owner's  premises 
during  the  period  of  official  test. 

8.  Eecords  may  commence  from  the  date  a  bird  lays  her  first  egg 
in  the  trap  nest,  providing  the  requirements  of  entry  have  been  com- 
plied with.  No  records  will  run  after  November  30th  of  the  year 
following  the  entry. 

9.  The  owner  is  required  to  cull  his  birds  to  the  minimum  on  or 
before  June  1st.  This  will  include  all  birds  with  records  that  indicate 
she  will  not  meet  the  requirements. 

10.  Only  eggs  actually  found  in  trap  nests  shall  be  counted,  and 
the  entrant  shall  record,  or  cause  to  be  recorded,  each  egg  as  laid,  and 
shall  keep  posted  in  the  house  in  which  the  birds  are  kept,  for  the 
information  of  the  inspectors,  a  record  of  same. 

11.  All  records  shall  be  kept  on  forms  furnished  by  this  Depart- 
ment, which  may  be  obtained  on  request  from  the  Bureau  of  Markets, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

12.  In  recording  production,  the  symbols  denoted  at  the  top  of 
the  trap  nest  sheet  or  egg  weights  must  be  used  exclusively.  Failure 
to  use  these  symbols  will  cause  birds  to  lose  credit  for  their  perform- 
ance. 
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13.  The  original  of  the  monthly  house  record  shall  be  signed  and 
mailed  regularly  at  the  end  of  each  month  by  the  entrant  to  the  Bu- 
reau of  Markets,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

14.  If,  after  a  first  notification,  a  breeder  fails  to  send  the  reports 
consistently,  such  action  may  be  considered  just  cause  for  cancellation 
of  his  entry. 

Inspections 

15.  Official  visits  by  the  inspector  may  be  at  irregular  intervals 
lasting  from  one  to  three  days,  at  least  once  every  two  months. 

16.  The  inspector  shall  have  sole  charge  of  the  trap  nests  and 
eggs  during  all  inspections.  He  may  or  may  not  handle  birds,  in  ac- 
cordance with  his  judgment. 

17.  All  equipment  on  inspected  plants  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition.  In  the  event  of  any  outbreak  of  contagious 
disease  upon  a  poultry  plant,  inspection  may  be  discontinued. 

18.  If  trap  nests  do  not  work  satisfactorily  during  an  inspection, 
the  owner,  upon  request  by  the  inspector,  shall  put  them  in  a  satis- 
factory working  condition  before  the  inspection  is  completed. 

19.  The  fullest  information  and  cooperation  shall  be  given  official 
inspectors. 

20.  At  the  end  of  the  record  period,  an  individual  daily  record  and 
a  certificate  will  be  furnished  each  owner  of  birds  in  his  flock  that 
have  made  the  required  records.  ■  ■ 

21.  The  Bureau  of  Markets  Avill  furnish  a  report  at  intervals  of 
three  months  giving  each  bird's  record  by  months. 

Fees 

22.  The  scale  of  fees  shall  be  as  folloAvs : 

No.  of  birds  100         200         500  1000  _  O^er  1000 

Scale  of  Fees     $35.00     $60.00  $125.00     $200.00  $20.00  per  hundred 

Fees  payable  in  three  parts,  one-third  with  application,  one-third 
February  1st,  and  the  remainder  May  1st. 

If  it  is  found  that  these  fees  more  than  cover  expenses  there  will  be 
a  reduction  the  following  year.  If  the  fees  are  in.sufficient  the  Bureau 
of  Markets  reserves  the  right  to  make  a  prorated  assessment,  but  at 
no  time  will  the  assessment  exceed  the  rate  on  flocks  of  500  or  less. 
All  checks  must  be  made  payable  to  the  "Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania. ' ' 

Certificates 

23.  Record  of  Performance  certificates  may  be  issued  for  all  birds, 
not  otherwise  disqualified,  that  in  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  (365) 
consecutive  days  lay  200  eggs  or  over  for  pullets,  or  180  eggs  or  over 
for  hens. 
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24.  The  eggs  of  each  bird  must  attain  an  average  -weight  of  twenty- 
four  ounces  to  the  dozen  after  Februarj-  1st.  The  average  of  the 
weights  obtained  by  the  inspector  on  each  of  his  visits  will  serve  as 
a  basis  upon  which  to  make  tlie  determination.    Eggs  mu.sl  be  typical 

of  the  breed. 

25.  The  Bixreau  of  Markets  reserves  the  right  to  eliminate  all  birds 
that  consistently  lay  abnormal  eggs,  or  in  ease  of  white  egg  laying 
varieties,  birds  that  consistently  lay  tinted  eggs. 

26.  Failure  to  comply  witli  any  of  the  above  rules  sliall  be  sufficient 
cause  for  cancellation  of  the  entry.  The  receipt  by  an  entrant  of 
written  notice  that  official  inspection  is  being  discontinued  shall  con- 
.stitute  notice  of  the  cancellation  of  entries  in  the  Kecord  of  Per- 
formance. 

27.  If  an  entry  has  been  cancelled  because  of  attempted  fraud  on 
the  part  of  the  entrant,  or  a  failure  to  observe  the  rules,  or  in  the 
event  of  certificates  not  being  issued  for  the  above  reasons,  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  may  refuse  to  accept  entries  from  or  extend 
inspection  to,  the  same  breeder  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years  thereafter. 

28.  In  case  any  question  arises,  the  ruling  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  shaU  be  final. 

Contest  Females 

Pennsylvania  supervised  or  certified  birds  entered  in  recognized 
official  egg  laying  contests  Avill  be  accepted  in  Record  of  Performance 
flocks  on  presentation  of  certificates  issued  by  the  contest  authorities.
